Park District survey shows support 


Residents respond positively to construction of new community center

Granite City Park 
District 
resi- 
dents 
respond- 

ing to a survey support the 
construction and operation 
of a new community recre- 
ation center and a tax or 
bond issue to support it by a 
3-1 margin. 

Initial survey results also 
show that most people con- 
sider the Park District an 
important community asset, 
and are generally satisfied 
with it. 


The survey is being pro- 
moted as part of the dis- 
trict’s upcoming 5-year 
plan, which will be dis- 
cussed at a public hearing 
Nov. 16 at the Brown 
Recreational Center. 

In the first part of the 
survey, residents were 
asked to give yes or no 
answers to questions dealing 
with the general direction 
the park district should 
take. 

Asked whether the dis- 
trict should build and oper- 
ate a new community recre- 
ation facility, the results 
were 46-15 in favor. A ques- 
tion on support for a tax 


increase or bond issue to 
pay for such a development 
received a 45-15 favorable 
response. 

Three other questions - 
Should the park district 
increase the number of 
small to average sized 
neighborhood parks; should 
the park district acquire 
land and develop an addi- 
tional large park, and 
should the park district 
acquire land and develop a 
golf course received unfa- 
vorable responses. 

Increasing the number of 
small parks was 35-27 
against. Creating another 
large park received a vote

of 38-25 against, and resi- 
dents rejected developing a 
golf course 40 to 22. 

Given a list of possible 
activities to participate in, 
at least 20 responded that 
they wanted Fourth of July 
events, concerts, dance 
classes, art classes, first 
aid/CPR instruction and 
gardening/plant care class- 
es. 

Surveys can be submitted 
before or during the Nov. 16 
meeting, and are available 
in this issue of the Granite 
City Journal or at the Park 
District office in Wilson 
Park.

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Fall is usually considered 
a very slow time for dona- 
tions to food pantries.

Return state check disbursement to county level until 
problems have ironed out, say Hoffman and Melucci

State Rep. Jay Hoffman 
{D-Collinsville) and Madison 
County Circuit Clerk Matt 
Melucci announced Friday 
they are requesting an 
immediate remedy to the 
¢haos caused by a new 
statewide program for dis- 
bursement of child support 
checks. 

Hoffman and Melucci said 
they will ask the state of 
Illinois to temporarily return 
ehild support disbursement 
$ystem responsibilities back 
to the county level until the 
problems have been ironed 
out. Hoffman said that on 

ny given day, there could 
> between 1,000 and 3,000 
checks that are behind. 

"We need to get children 
their checks, and we need to 
get them soon,” Hoffman 
said 

“We've gotten call after 
call after call, day after day, 
from custodial parents who 
are not receiving the needed 
funding," he said. "This is an 
emergency situation that we 
need to call on the governor 
to act on immediately and 
allow the clerks to collect 
the funds for the disburse 
ment center.” 

Since a central state dis- 
bursement center took over 


the duties on Oct. 1, several 
custodial parents have not 
received their child support 
checks or have seen signifi- 
cant delays. 

"They're talking about 
inability to pay important 
bills such as utilities and 
rent, buying food, paying 
day-care services," Melucci 
said. "It's heartbreaking, 
quite frankly, and our clerks 
are getting these calls every- 
day. Our whole goal is to get 
the money to the children 
who deserve it. This isn't a 
welfare program; this is 
court-ordered money for 
their support.” 

Officials with the Illinois 
Department of Public Aid 
said the problems were 
because all the correct infor- 
mation had not been sent 
with the checks. Joyce 
Jackson, chief of communi- 
cations for the department, 
said some employers didn't 
include company identifica- 
tion numbers and the docket 
numbers. Without this infor- 
mation, she said the checks 
can't be distributed. 

State officials assured 
parents and officials that the 
system would be,running 
smoothly by the beginning of 
the month, yet parents still 
are seeing problems. 

"Now, we're over a month 
into this, and the problems 


still persist,” Hoffman said. 
"Maybe the numbers have 
decreased, and maybe the 
late checks have decreased 
somewhat, but we used to 
have a system where there 
weren't late checks, and we 
used to have a system where 
the court-ordered money got 
to the children, and we don't 
have that now." 

Melucci said there were 
very few problems with the 
former system. He said their 
goal always was to get the 
payment to the parents with- 
in 24 hours of receiving the 
payment from employers. 
His office is supposed to be 
able to inform custodial par- 
ents in Madison County 
about the status of their 
checks; however, the com- 
puter that the state gave the 
office is not working 

"There's been some people 
in the state who have point- 
ed fingers at the local circuit 
clerk and said that the prob- 
lem lies with the local cir- 
cuit clerk," Hoffman said. 
"There's nothing further 
from the truth. And I think 
that that's just the bureau- 
crats in Springfield trying to 
make excuses for their inept- 
ness and, quite frankly, that 
offends me, because it 
worked well until they start- 
ed taking over the system."

With a congregation of 
over 200, MECF sponsors its 
members on both long and 
short-term missions. 

Short-term missions may 
last only a few days, weeks 
or months. 

"Because they're short-ter- 
mers, we're pretty protec- 
tive about where we send 
them, and how we send 
them,” said Bersett. 

Upcoming missions 
include small groups headed 
for Jamaica in December 
and Haiti in January, and a 
group of teens will travel to 
Mexico over the Christmas 
holiday. 

Though missionaries are 
occasionally dispatched to

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Consumers should educate themselves before buying f firewood 


Many people will “throw 
another log on the fire” as 
autumn's cooling off period 
turns into winter and wind 
chill factors. 

As colder temperatures set 
in across the state, many 
Missouri residents begin to 
buy firewood to keep those 
fires stoked, Before purchas- 
ing wood, the state 
Department of Agriculture 
wants to make sure customers

know they are getting what 
they paid for. 

“This is the time of year 
when we begin to receive com- 
plaints from consumers who 
were gypped when buying fire- 
wood,” said Steve Gill, super- 
visor of the Division of 
Weights and Measures and 
commodity inspection pro- 
gram. 

The program enforces laws 
that govern transactions 
involving weighing and meas- 
uring devices. 

“Because buying and selling

firewood is usually a fairly 
informal transaction, it is diffi- 
cult to regulate,” Gill said. 
“That is why we'd like con- 
sumers to educate themselves 
before buying firewood.” 

The complaints generally 
come from consumers who 
have received less wood than 
they paid for, Gill said. In 
most cases, it's an honest mis- 
take and sellers will issue a 
refund or deliver additional 
wood. However, sometimes it 
is the work of a dishonest 
salesperson, so consumers 
should beware. 

A cord of wood should 
measure four feet high, four 
feet wide and eight feet long. A 
cord also can measure two feet 
wide, four feet high and 16 feet 
in length. As long as the 
dimensions of the stacked 
wood equal 128 cubic feet it 
can be called a cord of wood, 
Gill said. 

Customers can buy more or 
less than a cord, but it must be 
a multiple of 128 cubic feet. 

There are other ways of 
buying firewood and con- 
sumers using these methods 
should be aware that they may 
not be receiving a cord of 
wood or a supply that meas- 
ures in multiples of 128 cubic 
feet. For example, it is cus- 
tomary to sell firewood by the 
truckload, which might not 
equal a cord. 

“Don't assume that terms 
such as truckload, face cord, 
rack or pile guarantee the 
amount of firewood is a cord,” 
Gill said. “We encourage con-

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sumers to stack and measure 
their firewood upon delivery to 
ensure they received the 
amount they purchased.” 

Of course, some consumers 
still will come up short after 
the wood is stacked and pur- 
chased, and the deliverer is 
gone. 

To ensure customers get 
what they paid for, Gill recom- 
mends following these tips 
when buying firewood: 

* When placing an order, 
ask how the seller measures 
the wood and make sure those 
standards are precise and 
accurate. 

* Don't pay for the wood 
unless it has been stacked and 
measured it. 

* Ask family, friends or 
neighbors to recommend sell- 
ers with whom they have had 
positive business exchanges. 

* Get a receipt with the sell- 
er's name, address and tele- 
phone number and the price, 
amount and kind of wood 
bought. Write down the license 
0 of the delivery vehi- 
cle. 










* If a customer suspects a 
problem, contact the seller 
before burning any wood. 

* If the problem cannot be 
resolved, contact the Division 
of Weights and Measures at 
(573) 751-5639. The division can 
take steps to ensure the seller 
honestly represents the 
amount of wood being sold or 
can order sales to stop.

To fur- 
ther protect the consumer, the 
bundles must be labeled with 
the quantity and the seller's 
name and address.
